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The shooting happened two 
days after Charlotte had 
returned home from a holiday 
to Tenerife with her boyfriend 
- who she first met at her uni¬ 
versity. It is reported that her 
mum had just told her dad 
their marriage was over. 

Paying tribute to her, Mary 
Huntley - the Senior Lecturer 
in Midwifery at the University 
of Northampton - said: “The 
students and staff at the uni¬ 
versity are deeply saddened to 
hear of Charlotte’s death. 

“She was a lovely young 
woman, who will be sorely 
missed.”

Getting a taste of 
what top women 
cyclists can do ... 

I took part in the Tour Ride at the week¬ 
end. 

Basically it gave very ordinary cyclists 
like me (and a lot who are a lot less 
ordinary than me) a flavour of what the 
professionals took on in the Women’s 
Tour last month. 

I was riding the 40 mile intermediate 
route which included Newnham Hill 
going into Daventry.

It was 20 odd miles into the event and 
you can pretty much see to the top 
when you start it, so you know what 
you are up against. 

As I arrived at the bottom there were a 
few riders on it, one was walking, the 
others were standing up on their ped¬ 
als and grinding away. 

I have changed my views on going 
uphill on a bike since I have got into 
cycling. 

When my midlife crisis first began I 
would go a long way out of my way to 
avoid hills. 

I never would have attempted 
Newnham. 

However doing London to Paris I

found that there is a fair amount of 
technique involved in getting up hills. 

It is not all about gritting your teeth 
through the pain in your thighs. Using 
your gears at the right time, standing 
up at the right time, just plodding away 
and getting yourself another inch for¬ 
wards is all part of it. 

I made it to about halfway before 
turning the pedals just became impos¬ 
sible. 

Many other riders appeared to glide 
past serenely as I dismounted and 
walked - at least I lived to fight another 
day. 

I’m not surprised that the kind of 
challenge the women professionals eat 
for breakfast was too much for me. 

I do think it is a shame they are not 
better rewarded for their efforts howev¬ 
er. The funding and prize money in 
women’s cycling is nowhere near what 
the men get and races like the Women’s 
Tour can only help to redress the bal¬ 
ance. Hopefully it will have a long asso¬ 
ciation with the county.

Trick to tallest 
weed is.. .tea?

A couple who have been 
watering a garden weed 
with cold tea have been 
left stunned after it shot 
up to almost 10 feet tall 
- making it a possible 
new world record. 

The monster thistle 
towers over Jean Parker, 
59, and Carl Fisher, 54, 
after blooming to the 
staggering height of 9ft 
lOin in the garden of 
their home in Irchester, 
near Wellingborough. 

It took just 12 months to 
reach the size, and 
grand mot her-of-two 
Jean is now hoping to 
encourage experts from 
the Guinness Book of 
Records to visit her and 
her partner’s home to 
officially measure the 
plant. 

Care home worker Jean, 
originally from Newport 
Pagnell, says Carl decid¬ 
ed to keep the scotch 
thistle after seeing it 
sprout up last July as he 
was intrigued as to what 
it was. 

“He was tidying up in 
the garden last summer, 
and he saw this little 
plant and thought ‘oh, 
that looks interesting, I 
won’t dig it up - I’ll 
replant it’,” Jean said. 
“And from then it just 
grew and grew and grew. 

“It really is amazing 
how much it has grown, 
and it hasn’t even taken 
much looking after - we 
just water it once a month 
with cold tea when 






there’s warm weather. 
But because we have had 
all that rain this year, 
that is probably why it 
has shot up suddenly.” 

The couple believe the 
prickly plant started life 
as a bird seed, as above 
the spot where it grew 
was a bird feeder, which 
they often used to fill up 
with seeds - some of 
which would drop to the 
ground. 


It reached the height of 
nearly 10ft last month, 
but it wasn’t until this 
week when Jean showed 
a picture of it to friends 
when she realised it 
might be a new world 
record. 

The current record for 
the tallest thistle is 8ft 
and is located in Ottawa, 
Canada. 

“We’d be over the moon 
if it won,” Jean said.

Ice man honoured by university 



Polar explorer Ben 
Saunders has survived 
temperatures of -35c but he 
found Tuesday’s high of 35c 
unbearable when he was in 
Northampton. 

The record breaking 
adventurer was at Royal & 
Derngate where he was 
presented with a Honorary 
Fellowship by the University 
of Northampton. 

Ben achieved his fame 
when he literally followed in 
the footsteps of Sir Earnest 
Shackleton and Captain 
Robert Falcon Scott. 

Shackleton did not finish 
the journey but lived while 
Capt Scott died along with a 
number of his men on his 
failed expedition. 

But where they failed Ben 
and Tarka L’Herpinere 
triumphed in their quest to 
walk from Ross Island to the 
South Pole and back - a 
journey of 1,795 miles on 
foot. 

He describes the trek over 
these 105 days as ‘the hard¬ 
est of his life’. 


Ben explained he had done 
11 expeditions since 2001 
and walked 4,000 miles on 
foot but this trip of a life 
time was the biggest one he 
had ever undertaken. 

It turned out to be four 
months of hard work, spend¬ 
ing 108 nights in a tent and 
walking 1,800 miles drag¬ 
ging 4401bs (220kg) each 
along the route. 

If you look at their journey 
as if they were travelling in 
Britain, it would mean going 
from Land’s End to John 
O’Groats and back while 
dragging this weight. 

Ben said: “It was like the 
two of us each pulling two 
fat blokes in a bath tub and 
dragging them along. 

“In some ways having 
finished it I do feel better. 
Yeah, it was the culmination 
of a dream that I had for a 
very long time. 

“In other ways it was an 
extraordinary achievement 
as it was a goal I had for most 
of my adult life and that 
motivated me for the most of 


my adult life. Of course there 
were setbacks along the way. 

“We had postponements 
several years in a row and 
each time we postponed it 
and I didn’t quite achieve it 
then I became more and 
more motivated. 

“And then of course when 
you do it, when you finally 
tick that box then suddenly 
the goal is gone. 

“It took a lot of that year 
(2014) to physically and 
mentally and emotionally to 
recover as this had been a 
culmination of a dream. 

“I had been so caught up in 
what I was doing to the point 
even when I had done it, I 
did not know what I was 
going to do next. 

“One of the biggest 
challenges afterwards was 
we did not seem to get a lot 
of public recognition. 

“I wasn’t doing it to become 
famous or to be a celebrity 
but I felt this was such an 
iconic journey and most 
people had heard of 
Shackleton and Scott but 
were unaware of what we 
had achieved. 

“Most people’s reaction 
was ‘did you see Prince 
Harry when you were down 
there’ as he had just been 
there, or ‘didn’t a Blue Peter 
presenter do that on a bike?’. 

“What this expedition did 
was to make me do 
something so extreme that 


most people do not have a 
reference point for what we 
did.” 

Over the history of polar 
expeditions, eight different 
people have tried this, five 
died and the rest failed. 

Did Ben think what he did 
was heroic, stupid or could 
even have led to his own 
death? 

Replying he said: “There is 
definitely a blurred line and 
a blurred line between being 
heroic, bold, courageous 
and being reckless. 

“And we got closer to that 
line on a few occasions than 
I ever imagined. We were 
taking a risk. 

“It meant we were exhaust¬ 
ed and we were only half 
way through the first part of 


the trip. At the time we had 
to get extra food flown to us 
and at the time I thought 
this had been a failure. 

“But looking back on it 
now, the hardest decisions I 
had to make are now the 
most satisfying. 

“I put our welfare and our 
safety ahead of our goals. 

“And one of the main 
things was to come back in 
one piece.” 

And on Tuesday, the 
University of Northampton 
honoured Ben for his 
achievement. 

They did it in a much 
warmer environment than 
the South Pole. 

But when the temperature 
is 35c it is still a challenging 
day.

A three-year-old girl was 
rushed to hospital in an air 
ambulance with serious 
injuries after being hit by a 
car on a busy road. 

The child was at a pelican 
crossing in Great Billing Way, 
near Rectory Farm, 
Northampton, when the 
collision happened at around 
8am on Tuesday morning. 

It involved a Renault Clio 
being driven by a 27-year-old 
woman from Northampton. 
The vehicle had been travel¬ 


ling towards Talavera Way 
when the collision took place, 
and the incident forced the 
road to close for more than an 
hour. 

The little girl had to be 
taken by air ambulance to 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital due to suspected 
head injuries. 

But later in the day, 
Northamptonshire Police 
provided an update to say the 
girl was in a ‘stable condi¬ 
tion’. 

East Midlands Ambulance 
Service also attended the 
scene, and an EMAS spokes¬ 


person later told the 
Northants Herald & Post: 
“Our Fast Response 
Paramedic was first on scene 
and called for support from 
the critical care medical crew 
on the Derbyshire, 
Leicestershire and Rutland 
Air Ambulance. 

“Due to the patient’s serious 
injuries the crew flew to 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital.”

Central - described by 
some as ‘a failed project’. 

Cllr Mary Markham, 
leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “I 
think both plans are 
wonderful. They give 
such a good opening to 
the town.” 

The council will choose 
which proposal to go 
ahead with in September. 



An eight-screen multiplex 
cinema and in-house 
bistro or a trampoline 
centre and mini bowling 
alley are part of the plans 
for proposal one. 

One of these two ideas 
would form the ‘leisure 
hub’, and elsewhere there 


would be six restaurants, 
a 110-bed Marriott or 
Hilton hotel, a coach 
station with six bays, a 
health and fitness gym, 
three retail kiosks, and 
217 parking spaces. 

Among the restaurants 
moving in would be Five 


Guys, Zizzi and Bella 
Italia. 

There would also be 500 
student apartments, 150 
residential flats and 81 
retirement apartments. 

Work would start in 
September next year and 
finish in June 2021. 






A smaller cinema and 
coach station, but more 
restaurants as well as 
wine bars and cafes are 
the main differences 
between this proposal and 
the first one. 

The second scheme 
features a four-screen 


cinema, a coach station 
with three bays, a 150-bed 
four star hotel and gym, 
339 student accommoda¬ 
tion units and 266 
residential units. 

Some of the 11 eateries 
lined up are Turtle Bay, All 
Bar One, Cosy Club and 


Fish Works. This proposal 
would also see a 
footbridge linking directly 
to the Grosvenor Centre, 
as well as a pathway to 
the Market Square - while 
the first proposal would 
see pathways to both 
areas. 


County MP promoted to cabinet role 


South Northants MP Andrea 
Leadsom has been appoint¬ 
ed by new Prime Minister 
Theresa May as the new 
Secretary of State for the 
Department of Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs. 

The former banker 
{pictured), who was Mrs 
May’s main rival in the Tory 
leadership contest before 
she dropped out, was given 
the senior role last Thursday 
as part of the cabinet 
reshuffle. 

Mrs Leadsom, 53, had 
served as a junior Minister of 
State for Energy at the 
Department of Energy and 
Climate Change since May 



2015, but was promoted last 
week after meeting Mrs May 
at 10 Downing Street. 

Much speculation 
surrounded whether she 
would be part of the cabinet, 
after she bowed out of the 
Tory leadership race on 
Monday following a row over 


comments she made in The 
Times, suggesting being a 
mum made her a better 
candidate for PM than Mrs 
May, who can’t have 
children. 

But having apologised to 
Mrs May for the remark - 
which she says was taken 
out of context - and pulling 
out of the race to allow the 
former Home Secretary to 
become the new PM, the 
Brexit campaigner has been 
made the head of Defra. 

Elsewhere, Northampton 
North MP Michael Ellis has 
also been promoted to 
deputy leader of the House 
of Commons.

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MURDER TRIAL: Edward Tenniswood denies the rape and murder of 20-year-old India Chipchase 

Trial is told man 
‘throttled’ India

A bookkeeper accused of killing a young 
barmaid was heard telling her outside a town 
centre nightclub ‘I’ll get you home safe' 
before she was raped and murdered, a court 
has heard. 

Edward Tenniswood, 52, stood the start of 
his trial this week accused of the rape and 
murder of former private schoolgirl India 
Chipchase, whose body was found at his 
house in Stanley Road, St James, Northampton, 
on January 31 of this year. 

Birmingham Crown Court was told how Mr 
Tenniswood turned up outside NB’s nightclub 
in Bridge Street in the early hours of Saturday, 
January 30 where he spotted the 20-year-old 
doctor’s daughter looking Very drunk’. 

The prosecutor, Chris Donnellan QC, claims 
a doorman concerned for Ms Chipchase’s 
welfare had earlier put her into a taxi, but that 
in her drunk and confused state, she got back 
out. 

Separated from her friends, it was shortly 
afterwards at about 1.15am that Mr 


Tenniswood then Ted, steered or escorted’ her 
to a cab which took the pair to his house, the 
prosecutor said. 

Over 24 hours later, India’s body was found 
under a sheet on a mattress in Mr Tenniswood’s 
home half-a-mile away - where it is claimed he 
raped her and throttled her to death. A post 
mortem shows the cause of death was 
pressure to the neck. 

The court heard that Miss Chipchase 
‘appears to have put up a struggle’ because 
the accused’s blood was found under one of 
her fingernails. 

And when Mr Tenniswood was arrested at 
the nearby Ibis hotel, in Marefair, at 6.40pm 
on the Sunday, the prosecutor said he was 
found with a scratch to his neck and marks on 
his arms and legs. He also had a kitchen knife 
in his bag. 

The jury of six men and six women also 
heard that when Mr Tenniswood was arrest¬ 
ed, he told officers ‘I’m surprised you were so 
quick’ and ‘I suppose you have been to the 
house and you have found what you were 
looking for?’ 

Mr Tenniswood denies rape and murder. 
The trial is expected to last two weeks.

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School bus crash 
leaves 20 injured

Three air ambulances were 
scrambled to a double deck¬ 
er school bus carrying 50 
children which overturned 
in a crash with a car. 

The incident happened in 
Cotterstock Road, Oundle, 
last Thursday at 4pm when 
the bus - carrying pupils 
from Prince William School 
in Oundle - was in collision 
with a Vauxhall Corsa. 

The red bus, which was 
carrying 10 primary school 
children and 39 secondary 
school children as well as one 
adult, overturned onto its 
side. 

Twenty children suffered 
cuts and bruises and were 
treated by paramedics from 
the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service, 
who arrived within 
minutes alongside 
Northants Fire 
and Rescue 
Service and 
Northants Police. 

Three air ambu¬ 
lances were also 
scrambled to the 
scene, and one child was 


airlifted to Queens Medical 
Centre in Nottingham with 
non-life-threatening 
injuries. 

Another child suf¬ 
fered a broken arm. 

In total, nine 
children were 
taken to hospital 
for minor treat¬ 
ment and the driv¬ 
er of the Corsa was 
airlifted to Walsgrave 
Hospital in Coventry for 


treatment to leg injuries. One 
parent told the Northants 
Herald & Post a child 
described seeing blood on the 
faces of children following 
the crash, although it is 
believed nobody suffered any 
serious injuries. 

Prince William School 
released a statement later on 
in the evening of the crash, 
which announced the 
children and their parents 
will be offered counselling.

A pair of friends were forced 
to lock themselves in their 
hotel room while on holiday 
in Turkey after an attempted 
military coup was launched 
in the country. 

Daniel Worley, and his best 
friend Gemma Errington, 
both 22 and from 
Northampton, were staying 
in the tourist resort of 
Marmaris when an army 
group tried to take control of 
the country on Friday night. 

The pair, both from 
Kingsthorpe, had been told 
by staff to stay in their hotel 
room after the action was 
carried out in the country’s 
capital of Ankara, as well as 
Istanbul, in protest against 


the government. Although 
Daniel and Gemma were in a 
resort more than 300 miles 
away from Ankara, gunshots 
were heard in the area as well 
as passing helicopters - 
following the news that the 
Turkish president was on 
holiday in the same resort. 

Speaking to the Northants 
Herald & Post from the hotel 
on the night, Daniel said: “We 
are very scared as it’s my first 
holiday abroad. 

“I’m with my friend and we 
don’t know what to do, all I 
know is not to leave the hotel. 

“I can hear police sirens and 
- I don’t whether my mind is 
playing up - but we heard a 
helicopter and ran in from 
our balcony. 

“The streets are black as 
everyone has turned off their 


lights like they are in hiding.” 

Daniel, who flew out to 
Turkey with his friend last 
Monday, said the pair were 
keeping updated with the 
events by watching the news 
on TV. 

He added: “We can also 
hear police sirens, alarms 
and people chanting outside 
on the beach.” 

While in their hotel room, 
Daniel also took to Facebook 
to reassure friends and 
family he and his friend were 
safe. 

By the next morning, it 
emerged the attempted 
military coup had failed - 
despite appearing successful 
earlier on. 

Daniel and Gemma flew 
back home as planned on 
Monday.

In 1965 The Beatles released 
Rubber Soul - an album 
which is seen as a classic LP. 

Decades earlier, in 1910, 
the Harboro Rubber 
Company released a rubber 
sole comprising of a studded 
sole and heel - The Dainite 
Studded Sole - it is seen as a 
design classic. 

The company, which 
opened for business in 
Market Harborough in 1894, 
has been at the heart and 
‘sole’ of Northamptonshire’s 
boot and shoe industry ever 
since. 

The 1910 design (worn by a 
famous British Secret 
Service agent), plus others 
like the Ridgeway sole and 
heels, Medway sole and 
heels, Timeless, Arbro and 
Mens cleated stick on sole 
are used on a number of 
shoes around the world. 

Dainite gets its name from 
the local phrase which 
described the company as 
the ‘day and night’ mills.

The reliability and work¬ 
manship of the Dainite sole 
means it is used by the 
majority of the prestigious 
Northamptonshire boot and 


shoe makers. As well as 
supplying these quality shoe 
companies in the county, 
the company exports the 
Dainite Studded Sole to 32 
countries around the globe 
including Japan, USA, 
Australia, New Zealand, the 
Far East, France, Germany, 
India, South Korea and 
Hong Kong. 

The business was started 
in 1894 by Arthur Briggs and 
four generations later it is 
still owned by the Briggs 
family.

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Now the Boroughs is coming to you... 


Alan Moore talks to H&P Editor 
Steve Scoles about his epic 
new novel set in Northampton 


After ten years, 1200 pages and 
600,000 words Northampton 
writer Alan Moore has completed 
what he thinks is the most 
important book he will ever write. 

His career describes an imagi¬ 
nation on an epic scale: dragging 
superheroes back down to earth 
in Watchmen; putting a face on 
the revolution (when it finally 
comes) in V for Vendetta; assem¬ 
bling an A-list cast of fictional 
heroes from the age of adventure 
for The League of Extraordinary 
Gentlemen; giving pornography 
some self-respect in Lost Girls 
without making it do its buttons 
up - and this brief list is not even 
a taster. 

Hollywood snapped up his work 
and discovered - like a snake 
that’s swallowed a coat hanger - 
that being a predator is not 
always the winning hand. Owning 
the rights and getting it right 
were two very different things. 

Unmoved by either the threats 
or seduction of the entertainment 
world’s biggest corporations Alan 
has remained a resident of 
Northampton crafting fiction (and 
so much more) of unnervingly 
superior quality. 

His hometown has featured in 
his work before - in fact almost 
constantly if you know where to 


look. The outstanding example is 
his first novel Voice of the Fire - a 
collection of connected 
Northampton stories plucked 
from several eras of history. 

But anyone who has taken 
more than a passing interest in 
the interviews Alan has been giv¬ 
ing for the past few years will 
know he has been itching to go 
further with chronicling the magic 
and mystery not only of 
Northampton but of Spring 
Boroughs, where he was born. 

In 2006 (perhaps 2005) he 
started work on Jerusalem and in 
September it will be published: a 
huge book in every sense. 

“This is probably, almost cer¬ 
tainly the biggest and most 
important work of my life, I cant 
imagine myself doing anything 
bigger or more important in the 
time I have got left. It is a very 
unusual book by anybody’s 
standards,” said Alan, reflecting 
on the project in his Northampton 
home. 

An unscientific scan of 
Wikipedia puts a 600,000 word 
novel in amongst the top 20 long¬ 
est novels of all time. In modern 
publishing novels this size are 
once in a blue moon events. One 
thing is certain, it was not 
dashed off on a whim. 



“I had an impulse to do some¬ 
thing major that wasn’t comics,” 
said Alan “Something that was a 
summary in many ways of a lot of 
themes that have been running 
through my work for decades. I 
wanted to do something about 
Northampton that was more 
intense and focussed than Voice 
of the Fire which was quite an 
intense and focussed book but I 
wanted to go further, I wanted to 
be more specific, I wanted to talk 
specifically about the (Spring) 
Boroughs. There seemed to be an 
awful lot of things that I wanted 
to get into this novel.”

flights of fantasy. One incident in 
particular - a moment from his 
childhood when his brother Mike 
almost choked on a cough sweet 
- was the spark this time. Mike 
was rushed to hospital not 
breathing. 

“For a few minutes there he 
was dead, as novelist that gives 
you a considerable window. I 
thought I could write a very big 
book about where he was during 
those two or three minutes,” Alan 
explained. 

“This book is full of ghosts, 
demons, river monsters, all sorts 
of creatures, it is partly a ridicu¬ 
lous fantasy it’s really hardcore 
social realism on another level, 
both of these things at the same 
time, it is rather difficult to 
describe.” 

Alan was born in Spring 
Boroughs, an area of the town he 
has a great passion for and has 
done a lot of campaigning work 
in - from supporting residents in 
battles with the authorities to 
helping excluded students in the 
area’s schools. 

It is at the heart of Jerusalem, 
along with reflections on 
Einstein’s theory of eternalism, 
the nature of poverty and every¬ 
one’s right to their own mytholo¬ 
gy - no matter what their back¬ 
ground. 

He said: “If people do talk 
about what we fondly call the 
working class then there seems 
to be a choice of two registers in 
which they talk about it: they 
either deplore it for its vulgarity 
and yes I’m looking at you Martin 


Amis, and they produce a spiteful 
parodies of the way that they 
perceive working calss people 
living, behaving and thinking. The 
other mode is to pity these poor 
victims. Nobody sees themselves 
like that. Everyboy sees them¬ 
selves as the hero in their own 
story. It doesnt matter about the 
background, everybody is a hero 
in their own heart and Jerusalem 
acknowledges that, it is talking 
about pverty but it isnt saying ‘oh 
dear what’s to be done the poor 
will be always with us, arent they 
treated dreadfully’. It is saying 
these are people with lives, with 
histories with stories that are as 
gigantic as any Royal family or 
bloodline 

“I have always felt that 
Jerusalem could only be founded 
in the dark satanic mills, in those 
pleasant mews and crescents 
there perhaps wasnt such a 
burning need for Jerusalem as 
there was in areas like the 
Boroughs. And yes I am using the 
Boroughs because it is where I 
grew up and there is an astonish¬ 
ing amount of history embedded 
in it. I am using that as a short¬ 
hand for all of the areas that are 
like the Boroughs. There is also 
the message in Jerusalem the 
message that when I was grow¬ 
ing up in the boroughs and the 
decades before that, it was a 
place that had been avoided by 
the respectable people of the 
town because everybody down 
there was drunk, they were 
always fighting, they were violent 
and they would probably rob you. 


“Some of those things were 
true, not all of them, people 
didn’t want to go to the 
Boroughs, perhaps that still per¬ 
tains to a certain degree today. 
You may not want to go to the 
Boroughs but the Boroughs is 
coming to you, wherever you are, 
the Boroughs has known austeri¬ 
ty for centuries, the Boroughs is 
coming to you. This is the world 
now, everywhere can become a 
run down dilapidated neighbour¬ 
hood with the working class 
demoted to an underclass it is 
the middle class who are on the 
bottom now. 

“I want to take the rubble of the 
area that I was born in, which is 
pretty much all that was left of it, 
and make that into someting 
marvellous, to take the meanest 
basest materials and build a kind 
of celestial palace out of them, a 
way of imposing my vision of the 
Boroughs on to what is left of the 
Boroughs. This will change 
things, I dont know what way, it 
wont rebuild the boroughs. I 
could see a little Jerusalem 
industry. 

“At least the Boroughs in peo¬ 
ples minds will be a different 
place, even if I cant do it with the 
stones, at least the Boroughs in 
people’s minds will be a different 
place, it preserves the Boroughs 
as a ship in a bottle.” 

The publishing rights to 
Jerusalem have already been 
sold around the world. It comes 
out in the UK in September by 
Knockabout. See online for the 
full version of this interview.

Tributes are pouring in for a

He said in a statement: “It is 
with great sadness that we 
today announce the death of 
a serving Special Constable 
and staff member who has 
tragically died while on 
holiday. 

“SPC Amanda Wood was 
riding her motorcycle back 
yesterday afternoon from an 
event in Faro, Portugal, when 
she was involved in an acci¬ 
dent close to the town of 
Caspe in North Eastern 


Spain. 

“Amanda’s family have been 
informed and a post-mortem 
was due to take place in the 
city of Zaragoza later today. 

“This is tragic news and on 
behalf of the Force I send my 
deepest condolences to 
Amanda’s family and friends. 

“Amanda was a well-regard¬ 
ed and popular member of 
the Special Constabulary as 
well being the East Northants 
sector coordinator, based out 
of Rushden. 

“She will be missed by all 
who knew her and the flag is 
flying at half-mast at Wootton 
Hall today as a mark of 
respect.”

EVERY day millions of us buy a 
bar of Cadbury’s chocolate, 
usually too busy to think about 
the extraordinary Cadbury 
family who set up one of the 
UK’s - and arguably the world’s - 
most famous food companies. 

The business was started in 
1824 by Quaker John Cadbury as 
a tea, coffee and chocolate shop 
designed to lure workers in 
Birmingham away from alcohol. 

By the 1830s, the company was 
manufacturing its own chocolate 
and by 1854 Queen Victoria was 
a customer. 


The business expanded rapidly 
when son George Cadbury took 
over in 1861 and both a new 
factory and a whole residential 
area for its workers was built in 
Birmingham, called Bourneville. 

George and his family moved 
into Northfield Manor, two miles 
away from the factory - a large 
former farmhouse where he and 
his second wife brought up their 
eleven children. 

This property hit the 
headlines two years ago when it 
was set alight by arsonists and 
was then largely demolished by 


contractors on behalf of 
Birmingham University, who 
had owned the property since 
the mid-1950s. 

There was a public outcry and 
the university have subsequently 
promised to rebuild the property 
brick by brick. 

To fund this, it has brought in 
developer Crest Nicholson, 
which is to build a housing 
development within its grounds 
and rebuild Northfield House as 
an apartment building, although 
full planning permission has yet 
to be granted. 


Go back in time with Outlander cottage 



THE climax of Amazon Prime’s 
second series of Outlander had 
fans of Caitriona Balfe’s 
character Claire on the edge of 
their seats. 

Her time travels through 18th 
century Scotland and later Paris 
have proved to be gripping 
drama as author Diana 
Gabaldon’s Outlander novels 
about the Jacobite revolt have 
played out on screen, first in 
2014 and then again this year.

ollowing the poor

And it now looks likely that 
Glen Hoddle - who was 
appointed England manager in 
1996 but sacked in 1999 - could 
be offered the job. 

Hoddle is one of football’s 
more colourful characters. As 
well as a distinguished playing 
career for Tottenham Hotspur, 
AS Monaco and England, and 
successful management stints 
at Swindon Town, Chelsea and 


England, Hoddle also released 
a hit pop record, Diamond 
Lights in 1987. 

He’s also a very keen golfer 
and 13 years ago bought a 
large villa in the Sotogrande 
golf resort on the Costa del Sol. 
In 2008 Hoddle established a 
football academy in Jerez 
although in 2011 this was 
relocated to the UK.

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House was a sign of the times 

IT IS hard to imagine what life 
was like without Twitter, mobile 
phones and email when trying to 
communicate over long 
distances. 

And this strange looking 
property illustrates how hard it 
was. Semaphore House was built 
in 1821 as part of a signalling 
system that enabled the 
Admiralty to communicate with 
the main channel ports in a 
matter of seconds, rather than 
relying on galloping messengers 
on horseback. 

During the late 18th century 
and early 19th century such a 
capacity was regarded as 
essential - Britain was at war 
with France and the threat of a 
Napoleonic invasion loomed. 

Built on a hill overlooking the 
Surrey countryside, Semaphore 
House was one of thirteen towers 
built in the south of England. 

The semaphore system, which 
was invented and named by 
Frenchman Claude Chappe, used 
a set of wooden signal boards to 
communicate messages that 
were then copied from tower to 
tower. 

The system was incredibly 
successful and messages could

Yorkshire, although many of the 
locations are in and around 
Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
including Downton Abbey 
(Highclere Castle near 
Newbury), Yew Tree Farm 
(Cogges near Witney and 
Mallerton Hall (Ditchley Park 
near Kiddlington). 

The village of Downton is in 
reality Bampton-in-the-Bush, 
five miles west of Oxford. It has 
frequently featured in the TV 
series and Mayville, a 
honey-coloured semi-detached 
house on Church Close, was 
dressed up to look like the pub.

Take a look inside...

YOU might not like the looks of 
the new Toyota Prius but you 
will certainly be impressed by its 
engineering and technology. 

The Prius famously started the 
hybrid revolution and quickly 
became the vehicle of choice for 
environmentally-conscious 
drivers who wanted to reduce 
their running costs. To be 
honest, I have never really been 
a fan of hybrids, so I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised by the improve¬ 
ments the new car delivers. 

You will either like or hate 
the sharp styling but they are all 
there for a reason - to reduce 
drag for greater efficiency. 

The Prius sits on a brand new 
platform which will be used in a 
raft of new Toyotas and all the 
big parts - engine, gearbox, elec¬ 
tric motor and battery pack have 
been considerably improved. 

Toyota is claiming new bench¬ 
marks in fuel economy, 
emissions and efficiency from 
the new car, which is cleaner 
than ever. 

The Prius is able to operate in 
petrol and electric modes as well 
as in a combination of both. 

When you set off gently, it 
automatically operates in EV 
mode, using electric motor pow¬ 
er alone and if you are on the 


morning commute it will crawl 
along nicely just using battery 
power. When the time comes to 
go quicker the petrol engine cuts 
in and does the business. 

The interior is much improved 
and the Excel model tested 
offers stacks of kit. The equip¬ 
ment list includes dual-zone 
climate control, leather uphol¬ 
stery and heated front seats, a 
head-up display, dusk-sensing 
headlights, rain-sensing wipers, 
smart entry and start, park 
assist, wireless phone charger 
and a 10 speaker audio system. 

You also get Toyota Touch 2 
with Go PLus which included 
a 7in touchscreen, DAB radio 
and CD player, satnav, a text to 
speech function SMS text and 
email display, advanced Blue¬ 
tooth, WiFi hotspot and access 
to online services. 

The Prius also has all the latest 
safety features including hill-start 
assist, a blind spot monitor, tyre 
pressure warning system and 
Toyota’s pre-collision system 
with pedestrian detection. 

There is a high tech feel to the 
cabin and while the Prius is not a 
sporting drive, it is smooth, quiet 
and refined. Prices start from 
£23,295 and the top of the range 
test car came in at £27,450 
before adding £495 for 
hypersonic red paint.

“Official figures for UK 
motor industry employment is 162,000 in 2015 which gives 
productivity figure of 10.5 vehicles-per-employee,” said Prof 
Rhys. “This order of magnitude of productivity explains why, in 
gross value added per head, UK motor industry employment 
efficiency is the highest in Europe.” To this industrial figure must 
be added employees in components manufacturing, motor retail, 
service and repair, logistic companies and related support services 
which bring the overall total to 814,000, he added. “The Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, to increase its politick 
clout a few years ago lumped all the employees into one figure 
but this backfired on them when you then divided that total 
into the number of vehicles made which suggested UK motor 
manufacturing was highly inefficient compared to the rest of 
Europe and last year it would have been 2.1 vehicles per employee. 
“Luckily this is not the case and when you use the official figure 
of 162,000 industry workers in 2015 it gives a productivity figure 
of 10.5 vehicles-per-employee, the highest in Europe,” he said. 
Prof Rhys, who is chairman of the Welsh Automotive Forum 
added that not only was UK vehicle production efficient the 



best in Europe but the nature of the industry meant Germany 
was heavily reliant on it as a customer base for components 
and manufacturing. “Imports from the EU dominate the UK 
vehicle sales market, and 60 per cent of the value of systems and 
components used to make British cars are mainly imported from 
the EU,” he said. “Ultimately, almost 40 per cent of the UK market 
is in the hands of Germany and any tariffs introduced by the EU 
after Brexit, would severely hint their industrial bases on the 
Continent, both supplying parts and then receiving completed 
vehicles which are exported. It makes no sense.” 


SKODA TOPS FOR RELIABILITY By: Stewart Smith 



CZECH car maker Skoda has topped the ranks 
of automotive brands for vehicle dependability in 
the UK. The company has recorded back-to-back 
victories in the J.D. Power UK Vehicle Dependability 
Study with two models, the Fabia and Yeti, topping 
their sector for quality and reliability. The study 
measured problems experienced during the past 
12 months by original owners of vehicles in the UK 
after 12-36 months of ownership. The findings were 
based on responses from more than 13,000 owners 
of 2013-2015 models. 


J.D. Power examined 177 problem symptoms across eight 
categories: engine and transmission; vehicle exterior; 
driving experience; features/controls/displays, audio/ 
communication/entertainment/navigation, seats, heating, 
ventilation and cooling and vehicle interior. Overall 
dependability was determined by the number of problems 
experienced per 100 vehicles with a lower score reflecting 
higher quality. Skoda ranked the highest for vehicle 
dependability with a score of 66 - an even better result 
than the brand recorded in last year. The overall industry 
average was 113 problems per 100 vehicles. The 2016 
survey also studied vehicle dependability in key sectors 
and, once again, Skoda models were at the top of two 
categories. The Fabia was ranked at the most dependable 
car in the Small Car category, while the Yeti finished top 
of the Compact SUV sector. The Octavia also performed 
well, finishing second in the Compact Car category. In 
the overall J. D. Power study, Suzuki ranked second with 
79 PP100, followed by Kia with 80 PP100; Vauxhall with 
90 PP100; and Peugeot and Volkswagen in a tie with 92 
PP100 each. The overall industry average is 113 PP100, 
a slight improvement from 114 PP100 in 2015. After the 
Fabia and Yeti, the Ford B-MAX, Kia Picanto, Mercedes- 
Benz E-Class, Toyota Auris and Vauxhall Insignia were 
the most dependable models in their respective classes.

SCOTLAND’S MISSING E-TYPE FOUND By: Mike Torpey 



A missing Jaguar E-Type, one of the most sought-after early examples of 
the model, has been discovered in Scotland and will go under the hammer at 
the Silverstone Classic on July 30-31. The location of the 1961 Jaguar E-Type 
Series 1 Roadster, chassis #62 and one of the first 92 right-hand models 
produced, has been a mystery to classic car historians for decades. With most 
of the first 20 cars produced being allocated for competition use, the first road 
cars - distinguished by their outside bonnet locks - were supplied in July 1961 
to Jaguar dealerships to be used as demonstrators. This car was dispatched to 
Scotland that month via Henleys of London for demo use in the Edinburgh 
area and was eventually acquired by its fifth and current owner in 2013 - a 
resident of Deskford, Moray, who was unaware that he was in possession 
of this ‘Holy Grail’ car. Now to be offered on the open market for the first 
time, and reinstated as a surviving early example with its Jaguar Heritage 
Certificate, Chassis #62 will go to auction with a sale estimate of between 
£140,000 and £170,000.

FIAT’S little Qubo MPV has been given a major update and is going on sale in the UK with new-look styling and a 
more up-market interior. The latest Qubo retains its supermini-size 3.96-metre long and 1.7-metre wide dimensions 
with room for five adults and a large 250-litre boot - which grows to 650 litres when the parcel shelf is out or 2,500 
litres with the rear seats removed. It can also be equipped with an optional folding front passenger seat allowing long 
objects of up to 2.5-metres to be carried. The Qubo has a new exterior look with larger, high-mounted headlamps 
plus a new front grille and chunky new front bumper. Trekking versions - with greater ground clearance and an 
advanced traction system to give more all-weather capability - also get new skid plates panels in the front and rear 
bumpers, as well as special side mouldings, both with silver inserts, and special Trekking alloy wheels with mud- 
and-snow tyres. The interior on all versions is improved with new steering wheel design, black mirror-finish 
detailing on the steering wheel spokes and centre console surround, new instruments, new seat upholstery and new 
infotainment options including a new Uconnect system with a five-inch colour touchscreen and Bluetooth 
connectivity, USB and aux-in ports as well as the option of satellite navigation. It will be offered in three trim levels: 
Pop, Lounge and Trekking with standard equipment on the entry level Pop model including remote central locking, 
electric front windows, electrically adjusted door mirrors, body coloured bumpers and mirror covers, height- 
adjustable driver’s seat with lumbar support and an arm rest and opening rear quarter-light windows. The Pop version 
is powered by Fiat’s 77bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine, the Lounge comes with an 80bhp 1.3-litre MultiJet II turbo diesel 
power pack or the 1.4 petrol, and the Trekking version comes with a 95bhp 1.3-litre MultiJet II turbo diesel. Price for 
the Pop is £11,695, the Lounge starts at £12,695 and the Trekking comes in at £16,695

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Duckett hammers 
163 on Lions debut

Northamptonshire batsman Ben 
Duckett produced a stunning debut 
performance for the England Lions, 
by smashing an unbeaten century 
in their seven-wicket victory over 
Pakistan A on Tuesday. 

The 21-year-old earned his first 
Lions call-up off the back of an 
excellent 12 months that have seen 
him strike six hundreds in the 
County Championship, as well as 
his first ton in List-A cricket. 

It’s fair to say he seized his oppor¬ 
tunity with both hands at 
Cheltenham, by hammering 163 not 
out off just 104 balls, including 24 
fours and four sixes, in helping the 
Lions comfortably chase down 
Pakistan’s 244 all out in 36.2 overs. 

Duckett’s amazing knock came a 
matter of hours before Northants 
reached the quarter finals of the 
T20 Blast, meaning the day was an 
extremely successful one for the 
county. 

His head coach at Northants David 
Ripley was suitably impressed, say¬ 
ing: “I’m very proud of what he’s 
done. His selection is good - we 
wanted them to acknowledge how 
well he’s playing in all formats. 

“That’s the thing with Ben; he’s 
had such a good season in all for¬ 
mats. He’s got going in the 50-over 
competition for the Lions, but to 
have that much influence on the 
game is outstanding and credit to 
him. He’s really going to open some 
eyes there, in terms of stepping up 
to the next level. He’s got to have 
done with a performance like that.” 

Duckett will be playing on familiar 
turf on Thursday, as the Lions’ latest 
match against Sri Lanka A takes 
place at Wantage Road. 




Hat-trick hero White blows 
Bears away on hottest day

Northamptonshire Steelbacks 200-5 beat 
Birmingham Bears 126 by 74 runs

Graeme White admitted he wasn’t aware he was 
on a hat-trick in taking one during 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks’ 74-run thrash¬ 
ing of Birmingham Bears in the NatWest T20 
Blast. 

White claimed magnificent figures of 4-20 as 
Northants reached the quarter finals for the 
third time in four seasons in style by dominating 
with both bat and ball. 

The Bears collapsed after losing their captain 
Ian Bell for 63 off 39 balls as they chased the 
host’s impressive 200-5 at Wantage Road, with 
White taking three wickets in three balls as part 
of six that fell for just seven runs towards the end 
of the match. 

The left-arm spinner’s lack of awareness of his 


hat-trick probably stems from the fact that it 
came across two overs, as he trapped Ateeq Javid 
lbw at the end of the 14th before dismissing 
Jeetan Patel and Keith Barker with the first two 
deliveries of the 16th. 

White said: “I wasn’t aware of it - I was kind of 
in the moment because I was out on the bound¬ 
ary fielding and just kind of concentrating out 
there. We knew Ian Bell was a big wicket, he 
always is, he’s a quality player and I kind of 
wasn’t really paying attention to it. 

“I was just trying to get in and out of my over, 
trying to work out what they didn’t want to face 
and it all came off nicely tonight.” 

There were other star performers on what was a 
terrific night for Northants in front of the Sky 
Sports cameras, with wicketkeeper Adam 
Rossington smashing his best T20 score of 85 off 
51 balls. 

Captain Alex Wakely pushed them towards 
their second biggest T20 total at Wantage Road 
with 53 not out off just 23 deliveries, while Rory 
Kleinveldt and Seekkuge Prasanna claimed three 
wickets apiece. 


Northants head coach David Ripley said: 
“These guys [Birmingham] have caught us on 
two good days where we’ve put an all-round 
game together. 

“Between the two games here and at Edgbaston, 
Birmingham have kind of seen the best of us, so 
those two performances stand out. 

“But we were very good tonight - maybe with a 
bit more pressure with the bad week and losing a 
couple of games. To end that run in such an 
emphatic way was really good.” 

Despite their impressive performances in this 
competition this season, this was the first of 
their matches to be televised and Ripley can’t 
understand why Sky Sports haven’t shown more 
of an interest in his side. 

He said: “I haven’t been on the telly today, but 
I’m a little disappointed because we’ve got some 
good young players here and good seasoned 
professionals in a good team. 

“Ben Duckett showed that in the [England] 
Lions environment and we’ve shown that tonight 
so to be on the TV for the first time this season 
tonight in game 12 seems a little bit strange.”

Perch. 

The first half saw very little in 
the way of goalmouth action, with 
the Cobblers opting to keep things 
tight at the back. 

Long-range efforts from Tjaronn 
Chery proved the only threats on 
Adam Smith’s goal - in a rather 
tepid opening period that proved 
the very definition of ‘pre-season 
friendly’. 

Goals did eventually arrive late 
on to entertain the punters, with 
substitute Nasser El-Kyayati curl¬ 
ing home for QPR, before the fine 
volley from Alex Revell restored 
parity. 

Here are a few things we learned 
from the game. 

The Gaffer 

Page opted for a 4-1-4-1 forma¬ 
tion tonight with Shaun 
McWilliams shielding the back 
four. 

Town certainly looked more 
solid at the back, and the central 
defence partnership of Diamond 
and Zakuani made some great 


tackles and clearances. 

The flip side to this was that the 
front players - Richards in the first 
half and Revell in the second - 
looked completely isolated and 
had virtually no support.

Perhaps after two defeats Page 
set his side up to be more solid 
tonight.

The one poor bit of defending 
actually came from a lack of press¬ 
ing from the midfield, which led to 
El-Kyayati having too much time 
to slot home the goal for QPR. 

Could be better 

One of the bugbears from 
tonight’s game for Rob Page will 
have been the lapses in concen¬ 
tration on the ball. It may be pre¬ 
season, but a few too many times 
today players were caught in pos¬ 
session on the halfway line and 
gifted chances to QPR. 

Joel Byrom was in the guilty 
party twice, but was not the only 
culpable player on that front dur¬ 
ing the game. 


Page will be hoping to iron out 
these mistakes. He’ll also be hop¬ 
ing the side can create more 
chances in the next few pre-sea- 
son games. 

Man of the match 

Academy graduate McWilliams 
did his chances of gatecrashing 
the first team no harm on the 
night in an assured display. 

Deployed by Rob Page as a 
defensive midfielder shielding the 
back four, he didn’t look out of 
place against Championship 
quality opponents. 

Post-match Page praised the 
youngster, and although saying he 
had a lot to learn, admitted he was 
a fan of the ‘nasty streak’ that 
gives him an edge.

Gabriel Zakuani was pleased with 
Northampton’s improved defensive dis¬ 
play in their 1-1 draw against 
Championship side Queens Park 
Rangers on Tuesday night.

“A little bit more fitness and the player 
would probably have been closed down.

Northamptonshire head coach David Ripley 
will be looking for a repeat performance from 
their emphatic victory over Birmingham Bears 
when his players head to Yorkshire on Friday. 

The Steelbacks qualified for the quarter finals 
of the NatWest T20 Blast on Tuesday night by 
thrashing the Bears by 74 runs in what was a 
spectacular return to form after an indifferent 
run of results. 

They dominated with bat and ball in posting 
200-5 before bowling the visitors out for just 126, 
but there is still plenty to play for in their last 
two group games - both against Yorkshire, who 
are just two points off fourth despite being 


second from bottom. One more victory would 
secure a home tie in the last eight and Ripley 
said: “We played really well on Tuesday night, 
but that doesn’t guarantee we’ll come out and 
be at our best on Friday. 

“We’ve got to get things right, we’ve got to 
think about the things we did well against 
Birmingham and try and do that again on Friday 
night. 

“History this season suggests we’re having 
more good days than bad days. I’m sure 
Yorkshire will be looking at how they can turn 
us over, but we’re confident, we’re playing well. 

“We’re already in the quarter finals, so there’s 
a different type of pressure playing for a home 
tie than there is playing to get through and we’ll 
enjoy that, I think.” 

This is the third time in four seasons that 
Northants have reached the quarter finals of a 
T20 competition - after winning the old Friends 


Life T20 in 2013 and reaching the final of the 
Blast last year. 

It’s an excellent achievement for a county often 
regarded as unfashionable, not to mention one 
with such a small budget and a small squad that 
has had to manage injuries in recent weeks. 

Spinner Graeme White, who took a hat-trick 
against Birmingham, said: “We don’t want to 
use that as an excuse, but what we do is play a 
good brand of white ball cricket. 

“We all know our roles, what we’re doing and 
we might not have a lot of superstars in the side, 
but what we do is play as a team and I think that 
showed on Tuesday night. We needed to get back 
winning - it’s a habit. 

“We had a couple of disappointing perfor¬ 
mances, where in parts we played well, but as a 
team in general we didn’t play to our very best, 
whereas against Birmingham we put in a very 
good performance, on TV.”
